NEW YORK, Aug. 25 — Heart 
disedse is found to be responsible 
for 65.1 per cent of all deaths 
among the Crawford County Pop-; 
ulation. 

The figure is given by the U. S. 
Public Health Service in its new, 
annual report covering vital sta- 
tistics in every section of the 
country. 

Locally, as in most areas, heart 
disease dwarfs all other diseases 
as a threat to life. The dramatic 
cures for which*medical scientists 
have been searching for many 
years still elude them. 

However, they have scored par- 
tial victories and hope for bigger 
ones. Their recent successes in- 
clude a way to prevent little-stro- 
kes from developing into serious 


‘Jones, progress in treating rheu- 


matic heart disease and new 
anticoagulants for blood clots. 

The 65.1 per cent mortality 
among Crawford County residents 
was somewhat higher than the 
average reported for the United 
States, 55.0 per cent. 

It was higher,.also, than the 

rate in the East North Central 
States, 56.1 per cent. 
. An indication, of the size of the 
heart disease problem in the 
United States is given: by the Nat- 
ional Health Education Commit- 
tee, which has been campaigning 
for bigger Federal expenditures 
for general medical research. 

It states that only $400 million 
a year is spent that way, although 
disease and disability take an an- 
nual toll of $35 billion, or 88 times 
as much, - 

The-cost to heart sufferers, in 
wages alone, is placed at $1 bill- 
ion a year, based on a loss of over 
r69 million ~man-days,

Stock Howes 
lake whith 
Legal Rainbows 


A Conservation Department ex- 
periment of Howes Lake which 
failed to payoff for some undeter- 
mined reason was rectified last 
Friday by the planting of 700 
rainbow trout of legal size. 

Last March, the fisheries divis- 
jon poisoned out the lake which 
contained mostly stunted bluegills 
and introduced 2,800 rainbow fry. 
The plan at that time was to check 
the growth rate of the fish this 
fall. A crew with gillnets headed 
by Bud Jacobs, district fisheries 
chief failed to find one fish last 
Friday morning. Many causes 
were thought of but it was im- 
possible to pin point the exact rea- 
son for the failure. The depart- 
ment then akayed a plan to intro- 
duce the legal size fish from the 
Grayling Hatchery. 

The fish which will average a- 
bout 7% inches in length will be 
fin clipped in order to distinguish 
them from any of the rainbow fry 
which might have survived. 

In March when the lake was 
cleared of all fish to make it a 
better habitat for the rainbow, 
most fish taken from the —lake 
were less than six inches in length. 
In all only 24 “keeper” large- 
mouth bass of 10 inches or more 
in length were found.

CITES SCHOOL BUS 
ISTOPPING STATE LAW 


With school opening this week 
Sgt. Carl Harrison of Houghton 
_Lake State Police Post would like 
‘to remind motorists of the State 
law which requires drivers to stop 

1 for school buses. 
Last year numerous violations 
‘were reported where motorists 
‘failed to stop for school buses dis- 
i charging or picking up school 
| children. In some cases children 
;were narrowly _ missed with pos- 
isible fatal or serious injury re- 
sulting. 

The law became effective Sept. 
13, 1958, it does not apply in-‘in- 
j corporated villages or cities but

-feet “in front" or from the “rear 
:of a stopped bus” and motorists 
‘may not proceed until the school

| There are two exceptions to the 
ruje, stops are not required at in-

‘However drivers may not pass a 
‘bas-at greater than 10 miles per 
thour, and then with due caution. 
‘Cars traveling on the opposite side 
ie a divided highway are not re-
